—an euphemism for the workingmen s 
deadliest enemies ; those who teaoh him 
that h« has a light (o money bo has 
not earned—certain of these aro busy 
in tolling us that tha rapiuo und pillage 
and murder at Pitlsburg , the oriine 
less in degroe but, the same kiud at 
Ifelliuioro, Martinsburg, Cumberland, 
ITornellsville, and iu this oity , the 
doGanin uf decency and law, aguiu less 
in degree, but still tha same m Laud, 
that has bcua conspicuous in « score or 
more uf towns ou the lines of the 
great railways—that all this array of 
outrage is traceable not to tho injured, 
ground down railway employe, but to 
certain 
wicked partners of his who, 


much against his will, have joined 
forces with him and have committed 
crimes which ho alene would never 
have dr«aa.«d of committing. 
On the 


ground that be has been opposed to all 
the devilish doings of the past week ; 
that from first lo lant he has only en- 
deavored, and has endeavored poaosa- 
bly to have "justice" done him, we are 
asked to sympathize with him, and 
,avou to adiuiro his "forbearance." 
As 


an inatance of this last quality, wo ara

also true that iu almost every instance 
tbo worst of tho oriuics committed have 
been traooablo to these outsiders , that, 
as a rule, tho railroad mm proper hava 
contented themselves with adhering to 
a policy ot passive obstructions. 


But whon wo out away all tho soph- 


ism troiu this presentment of the oauo; 
when we gut at tho pure lirat cause, we 
oomo la railroad men, and nothing else 
It was tho match of their discontent 
that kindled this whole tiro of license 
and outrage. 
Before God and before 


mon they are responsible for it all; 
and if huuuu justice id nob instant in 
arraigning them in tho lower court, in 
that Higher Court—the jurisdiction ol 
which may not be evaded, and from 
tho scntcuoc of which there is no ap- 
peal—they will bo hold to a strict ac- 
count for tho awful crimes to which 
they have boon accessories boforo tho 
fact, for tho onuius, the moral guilt ot 
which ^clings black upon thoir souls, 
In thid mutter sophistry will not pass 
current with any man of even average 
intelligence, 
Tho truth it too plain, 


and thoie who seek to disguise tho 
truth through a sophistical presentment 
of fact do thouisolvos in a aioasliro be- 
come responsible lor tho groat wrong 
that bus been wiought,

The president and cabinet are very 


hopeful of a speedy resumption of all 
kinds of busineis and the settlement of 
the matter between the railroads and 
their employes in a manner creditable 
and satisfactory to all concerned. Some 
private dispatches received hen from 
Now York stated that an outbreak was 
not improbable there after all. The 
disposition of troops will for the pres- 
ent cease, except as they are directed 
by generals, 


Thoss in Washington were hold in
